The find is said to. average 
about $1 to the square fdot of bed- 
rock, Some two hundred mén ‘liavé 
already gone from here on a stam- 
pede to stake claims, notwithstand- 
ing a temperature of 30 degrees be- 
low zero and snow on the ground fit- 
teen inches deep. A Very reliable 
miner, who has been. engaged in min- 
ing here since the gold rush in 1908, 
was the discoverer. He reports the 
formations in sinking a shaft 19 1-2 
feet to bedrock as follows: Six inch- 
es of muck; 6 feet of gravel contain- 
ing gold, 3 cents to the pan; 6 feet 


of muck and 7 feet of gravel to bed-|) 


rock where the gold is found. In’ 
cleaning up the surface of the bed- 
rock a space of 5 by 8 feet, he ob- 
tained $40 worth of high grade gold, 
as shown by the gold commissioner's 
scales here.

The hay should 
be clover, alfalfa or mixed grass- 
es, such as redtop, blue grass, 
alsike clover, etc. 

Sheep, like other animals, are 
creatures of habit and should 
always be handled by the same 
attendant, who should move 
among them gently and give no- 
tice of his approach by speaking 
to the flock. 

It is-not-swise to let the lambs 
ebift for themselves with older 
sheep. 

Sheep Should have salt by them 
all the time. Keep salt in a box 
in the pen or pens and keep salt 
in it all the time.

Pointe That -Indicate a Profitable 
Dairy Animal. 

The three essentials for a successful 
dairy cow are Vigor, capacity for food 
and well developed organs for milk 
production. The cow must have a good 
breathing apparatus, indicated by a 
large nostril, wide breast and good 
width acfoss the floor of the chest. 
Good width here and good girth indi- 
cate & good heart. -The eye is also in- 
dicative of strength and good physical 
condition, as well as temperament. A 
strong nerve system is also needed. 
This may be tested by running the hand 
along the top line of the cow in the re- 
gion of the chine to find out if this Is 
open, indicating that she has good pro- 
tection and ample room for the spinal 
cord to run in. She also must have 
large organs of digestion. The good 
dairy cow usually is wide in the fore- 
head, the face dished between the eyes 
with a strong under jaw. The head 
should be of medium length.- She 
should have wide, open, well sprung 
tibs. The hips should be wide apart

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UR FIRST COMPOSER 


CALIXTE LAVALLEE TAKES HIGH 


RANK IN MUSIC. 


The Man Who Wrote the Inspiring 
Music of “O Canada’? and Whose 
Death Was So. Pathetic Showed 
Real Gontus asa Musigal Creator— 
He ts Far Better Known Abroad 
Than He Is in His Native Land. 


Canada can boast, unabashed before 
‘the elder nations, at least orie musical 
confposer who possessed first-rate cre- 
ative genius, and who, within ~ the 
‘short creative period of his fitful and 


unhappy life, produced works marked 
by versatility in form and style, and 
distinguished by beautiful melodic in- 
vention, by rich, noble harmonies, and 
by emotional variety, says Dr. J. D. 
Logan in The Canadian Courier. This 
composer was Calixa Lavallee. 
Unfortunately, Lavallee has been 
most admired for his less, if not least, 
admirable music, In Canada, his na- 
tive land, he has achieved fame sole- 
ly through a single composition, the 
so-called “Chant National,”’ 
neither melodically 
possesses the satistying qualities «t 
several of his other ecmpositions. In- 
dubitably, however, he is to be sig- 
nalized as the first cieative Canadian 
composer, by virtue of nativity, edu- 
cation, sphere of activity, inventiv» 


genius, and numoer of "Levalios,”| 


compositions in all styles..‘‘Lavallee,” 
said Dr, A. 8. Vogt (the most eminent 
liviug Canadian musician and creative 
compocer) “impressed m™: as a man 
of extraordinary ability, not as a 
merely clever executant of the piano;

musical genius, a genuinely creative 
artist,” :
